Superintendent of Public Instruction a 
salary of $3,000 per annum, gives him a 
deputy and a clerk, allows him $1,000 
lor traveling expenses; in short appro- 
priates about $8,000 per annum for the 
office. 
Colorado pays her Superinten- 


dent of Pnbtio Instruction a salary of 
§3,000 per annum aod all necessary 
traveling expenses. No railroad or stage 
company in the Stale charges a cent of 
fare, and his expenses ar« paid while 
attending the National Teacher's Asso- 
ciation which meets annually. ID Cali- 
fornia, Colorado nuil most of the other 
States there is associated with this office 
the same honors, and attached the same 
salary, us that oi Secretary of State. 
Nevada, however, proposes to pay her 
State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion $1,800 per annum, with traveling 
xpenses nt~$250, or uona at all; el- 
lects him to visit annually the schools 
Df th« State and to hold institutes, pay- 
ng out of his monificient salary from 
II to teu cents a mile as r.iilrcmrt or 
stage fare. 
Having "emasculated" the 


office of Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, a position moat honored in 
every othsr State in the Union, Nevada i 
now has tntcr, steps, throngh coustitu- 
:ionat (uueudmeuts, to complete the 
degradation ol her shame by destroying 
beyond the hope of resuscitation her 
chief office of public education.

A UBAST MEMORIAL.

Senator Mfciermnn .«'» the Slew 


WASHIXOTOH, April 27.—The anniyer- 


sary of tha sixty-fourth birthday of 
General Grant was celebrated this even- 
ing in thu Metropolitan Church ot this 
city, at which General Grant, when 
President, was a constant attendant. 
The meeting was held under the aus- 
pices of the Grant Memorial University 
of Athens, Tennessee, the purpose 
being to make known the works and 
objects of tbe institution, to the sup- 
port of which the hero of Appomattox 
was the first cash subscriber and in aid 
of Which he lent the influence of his 
name and the encouragement of bis 
work and example. Speakers of emi- 
nence took part in the proceedings, and 
an audience comprising distinguished 
legislators, 
diplomates and soldiers 


filled every seat. Chief Justice Waits 
presided. 
The proceedings begun wilh 


a paper by Bishop Andrews of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and to 
Senator Brown, of Georgia, waa assigned 
the honor of giving a life-sketch of 
General Grant. He enlarged upon the 
.generosity and kindness of General 
Grant toward tha conquered after the 
surrender of General Lee. Of Gramt's of hi 
Presidential career the orator said all sity. 
would doubtless admit that he made 
some mistakes, but all would concur 
that his administration was characterized 
by many strong points and much prac- 
tical good sense. When the prejudice 
of the times should have passed away 
impartial history would do full justice 
to Grant and his administration. 
AB a 


military man he was one of the most 
remarkable known to his history. When 
passions kindled by men shall have 
passed away and those who took part in 
the struggle on either side shall have 
gone to theii, reward, succeeding gen- 
erations of Americans will delight to 
honor us the great military chieftains of 
American 
histoiy, the 
Confederate 


Robert E. Lee and the great Union 
hero Ulysses S. Grant, to whom Lee 
surrendered. 


To Senator Sherman was allotted as a 


ttit "Grant and the new South," a 
theme which he said, was altogether too 
broad lor the limited time in which he 
must discuss it. He spoke of the new 
South as one ol the mysteries of the fu- 
ture, more a matter of hope and expec- 
tation thi.n ona of realization. The old 
Sonth was an oligarchy in which one- 
third of the population were slaves, de- 
priyed of the advantages absolutely in- 
dispensable to civilization, while one- 
foarth of the population were admirably 
trained and disciplined for the higher 
duties of manhood, He compared tbe 
Bouth to tha oligarchies of Rome and 
Greece at the periods of their history, 
and her leaders to the Barons of Runny- 
mede, who, when they met to form a 
ra.igna charter, looked out very well for 
tbeir own privileges against tbe King, 
bat cared very little for the privileges ol 
the people. Among the proudest ninnes 
of history were found those of the South 
at th« head of which, and head of all 
mankind, was that of George Washing- 
ton. 
Grant impersonated forces wLich 


broke liown the old Sonth. 
That the 


new and habits of the old must be tx- 


• 
5 pected. A generation, much less a de- 
cade, could not change the ijeas of cen- 
turies. Before, during and after the 
war parties were scctionally aligned. 
At last, now that shivery has disappear- 
ed, parties should be bubeil upon o.her 
than questions between the North and 
the South. 
The Noilh was ready for 


their consummation. There never ^us 
a time when tha masses of j,he pesple 
felt less the party spirit than now.

Under 
old institutions she produced cotton, 
rye and tobacco, and not much elae. 
Work was performed by slaves. Now 
that all were free and every man had a 
right to choose his vocation, it was 
found that there was scattered all over 
the Sonth stores ot untold natural 
wealth, and the time was already at 
hand when the new South would com- 
pete with the North in all the great 
departments of production. The Sonth 
must work out its own salvation. The 
North had tried in various ways to assist 
in managing local affairs for the South, 
and he must confess he had participated 
in that kind of business, but he was 
free to say it didn't tnm out very wall. 
[Laughter and applause.] The North 
conld not rule the South any more than 
Great Britain could rnl» Ireland. The

only thing the South wanted— and she 
wanted it badly— was education. The 
mandate of the nation had freed the 
slaves, and it was the nation's duty to 
help «ducate them. If the House of 
Representatives would second the work 
done by the Senate, and give from the 
ample resources of the Government 
some of its overflowing treasure to start 
the wheels of education, we should take 
a long step on the road to prosperity 
and union in the South. In conclusion, 
he warmly commended to the sympathy

Senator Evarts spoke of General 


Grant's selection by George Peabody as 
one of the directors of his University, 
and although associated with him on 
the board were men who had attained 
prominence as scholars, lawyers and in 
other walks ol life, Grant, the soldier 
and President, was the most modest of 
that board, and was the equal of any of 
them. 


MONTGOMERY, (Ala.), April 27.--Jet- 


ferson Davis left his home at Bauvoir, 
Miss., aceempanied by his youngest 
daughter, at 11 o'clock this morning. 
They were in a special oar in charge of 
a committee of citizens of Montgomery, 
who went to escort them. At the stop- 
ping places between this city and Mo- 
bile, great crowds gathered. Local mil- 
itary companies fired salutes, children 
waved handkerchiefs and shouted, and 
oil pressed to the car to shake the hand 
of the man who led the cause of the 
South during war times. Many one- 
legged and one-armed soldiers were 
waiting to see him and all had shouts of 
welcome. Mr. Davis stood or sat near 
the resr of the car. He was too feeble 
to speak, but gave a hearty hand-shake 
to all. The train reached here at eight 
o'clock to-night. The scene has never 
been equaled, and eclipsed the inaug- 
ural reception in 1861. Houses were 
illuminated, fire-works brightened the 
heavens, artillery boomed, and a dozen 
bands played, wbile the shouts of thou- 
sands mingled with the roar, aud added 
to its volume. The local military corn-

literally threw tbeir arms 'about his neck, 
and ai be passed through tbe ball they 
constantly gave vent to tbeir expres- 
sions of regard for him.

NEW YOBK, April 28,—A special from 


Montgomery, Ala., says: This section 
seems to have gone wild with eicitemeut. 
More than 10,000 citizens stood in the 
muddy streets, in a drizzling rain, to 
welcome Jefferson Davis to the capital 
of Alabama. He reached here about 8 
o'clock. As the train drew into rbe de- 
pot here it was received with a boom of 
many cannons, aud the old familiar yell 
of the Southern multitude. There were 
thousands of people at the railroad aud 
the scene both there and on the street 
beggars description. It was with diffi- 
culty that he could reach his carriage. 
The jonrney np tho street in the face of 
a falling rain was slow on account of 
tho surging crowd which pressed upon 
the carriage at every step. Tbe Mont- 
gomery Grays, clad in the old regulation 
cadet cloth which waa so familiar dur- 
ing the war, marched in front, preceded 
by the band playing " Dixie." Follow- 
ing the vehicle containing Mr. Davis 
marched the Montgomery Blues in the 


In theJUnited States Senate on Mon- 


day Senator Stanford made bis first set 
speech when(the Interstate Commerce 
bill was taken np. The following is a 
synopsis of his remarks: 


It purports, he said, to be an act to 


regulate commerce between tbe States. 
He had read it with a good deal ol care, 
but did not find anything in it that 
regulated commerce. Everything in it 
was* in regulation to tbe carrier only. 
"Commerce" bad a well defined mean- 
ing. It meant trade, barter, interchange 
of commodities — matters with which the 
carrier in the transaction o( bis legiti- 
mate business had no concern whatever. 
He therefore thought tbe title of the bill 
ought to be changed to express its true 
meaning. Instead of being called a bill 
to regulate commerce, it should be 
called a bill to regulate carriers. If it 
were a bill to regulate the shippers anu 
owners whose goods the carriers moved, 
the title would b« more appropriate. 
He might be told, perhaps, that there 
were judicial decisions to the effect that 
the regulation of tbe carrier was the 
regulation ol commerce, but when leg- 
islation was proposed it was entirely 
legitimate to discuss tbe question as an 
original matter, and to determine it 
upon the principles which seemed to be 
involved. There was a great difference 
between tbe possession of power and its 
exercise. 01 course, the constitution 
plainly gave Congress the right to regu- 
late commerce ^between the States, but 
as the carrier has nothing to do with the 
controlling of shipments of goods, wares 
and merchandise, or their ultimate dis- 
posal or destination, the regulating of 
him, or determining the price he should 


tbe inveitmentg were made by individ- 
uals. If the railways wen BO important 
to tbe public surely these individual in- 
restore ought not- to be discouraged by 
tbe apprehension that the value of the 
investment might be lessened by ad- 
verse legislation. Besides, inasmuch as 
labor enters very largely into the con- 
struction of railways and continues in 
tbeir operation, any attempt on the part 
of Congress to .fix tbe price of railway 
compensation was to fix the price of la- 
bor. Further, in all efforts to regulate 
railways Stanford found no guarantee 
against impairment of their income. If 
legislation interfered to decrease the in- 
come the value of property wns affected 
to the extent ol tbe diminution of the 
income. 
This was taking 
property 


with compensation; it was confiscation. 
There never bad been a bill introduced 
into any Legislature purporting to regu- 
late railways against which the owners 
of the roads did not find occasion to 
protest, on the grounds that it diminish- 
ed the income producing quality of their 
property. 


Now being legitimate and desirable, as 


was established by the 
exercise of 


eminent domain—not in behalf of the 
railway otmpany, for tbe State has no 
right to do that, but in behalf of the 
people—and the State being justified in 
regarding the raHroads as public bene- 
fits, why should they, after completion, 
have less protection from the laws than 
other property, or why should they bs 
made the object of direct and injurious 
legislation? The railroads had no legal 
monopoly of business, since tbey bad 
no exclusive privileges. Practically this 
bill denied to the various railroad com- 
panies tbe right of competition. It pre- 
cluded shippers from reaping their right 
to the advantage of competition, and 
caused the railway companies an actual 
loss. In » low rate for a longer distance 
carritra must submit to lon« from tbe 
usual gates on shorter distances, or else 
abandon tbe business at competing 
points. Under tbe force of competition 
carriers were compelled to take business 
over tbeir roads a long distance at a 
lower rate than they would receive for a 
shorter distance. 
No railway company 


would do this if tb» rate to be charged 
was a matter outside its control. For 
this reason rates wure cut down below 
the average cos.t for trauspouatiou and 
freight was often moved at less than the 
average cost. Low rates, if they paid 
anything above direct expenses conse- 
quent upon the movemeut, aided to

regulation uniform of the Binding army. 
When the hotel was reached tbe crowd 
had swelled in volume until the streets 
and squares surrounding it were a sea 
of faces.

receive for his services, could have no 
relation to regulating commerce between 
the States. 


Why should the charges of a road car- 


rying across a non-paying line between 
the States be different from what were 
charged for the same service on either 
Bide of that line? Would it not be mak- 
ing our State lines more or less obsta- 
cles to free intercourse? Would it not 
be converting our State lines into some- 
thing very nearly akiu to a frontier? 
What did our friend say who had been 
always so anxious to claim that we were 
of right one great family, with free busi- 
ness intercourse between ourselves, and 
what did our States rights friends sity 
to the general Government mteifering 
and controlling their local institutions? 
It bad been said that the right to regu- 
late a railroad carrier was peculiar in 
that a corporation operating a railroad 
was a creature of the State. If there 
was anything m this argument, it could 
not auply here in Congress, as Congress 
had nothing to do whatever with creat- 
ing the corporation. Its existence was 
entirely by virtue ol State laws, and it 
had under those laws the right only to 
oparote within the jurisdiction of t'ne 
Slate. 
Of course, be excepted some of 


the Pacific roads. It was pertinent to 
inquire into the wisdom of this kind of 
legislation, assuming that the authority 
for it existed. 


Tbe right of association was a natural 


ene, itud it was the duty of the National 
and State Legislatures to aid that nat- 
ural right, and tbat Senator Stanford 
contended, was what the legislation of 
various Stales, in providing for the in- 
corporation of railroad companies, had 
done. The incorporation was maile by 
individual incorporutors as much so as 
a partnership between individuals was 
established by themselves. The char- 
acter of railroad investments as com- 
pared with others was set foith by the 
fuel that the States could and did pxer- 
cise tbe right of eminent domain iu or- 
der that railways might be .constructed. 
Tbe State could uot exercise this right 
for the benefit of the railroads. It only 
exercised it because the investment was 
of that peculiarly beneficial character to 
the public tfcat it might be said to be a 
public good. The result was, more- 
over, tbat the railway companies must 
pay the individuals deprived of the con- 
trol of their property under the right of 
eminent domain, wbatev>r might be Ihe 
value of that property. The State paid 
nothing. Now, if the investment in 
railroads was so beneficial to the public, 
why should not investors be permitted 
to reap tho same full rewards of the 
wisdom of their investments, their in- 
dustry and their management and direc- 
tion thereof as though the same capital, 
vrisdoin and industry hud been employed 
in a business^of less importance in tbe 
interests ot 'the State, and in whose 
behalf the State could uot, if solicited, 
exert the light of eminent domain. 


In discussing the question of the 


right to regulate railway fares and 
freights in a manner which would nec- 
essarily impair the earning capacity of 


sustain tbe railways, aad the better en- 
able them to move the traffic ut non- 
competing points. 
Railway companies 


oould not ignore tbe various circumstan- 
ces that established competition much of 
which depended on the 
geographical 


condition of tbe country. The shipper 
for a short distance was not charged more 
but the shipper for a long distance was 
charged less, because the carriers conld 
uot help themselves. No legitimate en- 
terprise should be discouraged, least ol 
all those that added most to the conven- 
ience aud comfort of the people and to 
tbe wealth, strength aud dignity of the 
nation.
